Babbitt was in town Friday - 
his third trip to Idaho this year - 
to discuss Ms April proposal for 
an expansion of Craters. Critics 
and supporters turned out for a 
public meeting in the auditorium 
of the East Minico Junior High 
School 

Along with suggesting the 
land swap, Williams asked for 
clear language that the Craters 
expansion would not include 
any implied water rights. 
Babbitt promised to work with 
department lawyers to ensure 
the expansion includes no addi- 
tional or implied water rights. 

Federal water rights are a 
potent political issue in Idaho,

“Any time we bring tourists 
from outride. the area it is a bene- 
fit," said Joan Asson, executive 
director of tho Mini-Cassia 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Burley’s Super 8 Motel is full 


the weekend before and the 
weekend after the Regatta, as 
well as Regatta weekend, and the 
68-room motel is close to capacity 
every weekend. 

“We would have been filled 
even without the Regatta,” said 
Jiggs Elphison, general manager

Gene-mapping project 
unravels human code

WASHINGTON - Leaders of compet- 
ing public and private efforts to 
sequence and map all the human genes 
will announce jointly on Monday that 
they have- essentially completed the 
project, placing in proper order most of 
the 3.1 billion subunits of DNA that 
make up the genome. 

The development could have a stag- 
gering impact on science and medidne. 

Top executives from the public effort. 


led by the National Institutes of Health, 
scheduled trips to Washington over the 
weekend, but officials said they were 
still unsure where or when the Joint 
announcement would be made. 

A spokeswoman for Celera 
Genomics, the Maryland company that 


is competing with the public sequenc- 
ing program, declined to confirm 
reports from other sources that there 
would be a Joint announcement on 
Monday. 

“Celera is on track to complete the 
first assembly of the human genome in 
June,” said Heather Kowalski. “Beyond 
that, ! can’t say anything." 

President Clinton said Thursday 
night that the announcement would 
come “in a few days," but he made no 
mention of where. Some sources said a 
White House ceremony, was unde? con-

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Gore releases interview with prosecutor 


-Discloses info on 
fund-raising, e-mails 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Jn 
sometimes heated exohangfcs^- 
Vice President A1 Gore told 
investigators “I sure as hell don’t 
recall" being told that a 1996 
event at a Buddhist temple was a 
fund raiser, according to tran- 
script released by the White 
.House Friday. 

; Gore ordered release of the full 
transcript of his interview with a 
federal prosecutor who has rec- 
ommended the appointment of a 
special counsel to investigate the 
vice president’s statements about 
his 1996 fund raising. 

The 150-page transcript con- 
tained extensive questions and 
answers about Gore's fund-rais- 
ing activities, particularly his 
attendance at the Buddhist tem- 
ple event in California. Gore 
adamantly denied knowing that 
political money was being raised 
at the temple. 



“I sure as 
hell don’t recall 
having - I sure 
as hell did not 
have any con- 
versations with 
anyone saying 
this^is a fund- 
raising event,” 
Gore testified. 

Gore contin- 
ued: “As to 

whether or not 
I.had any fol- 
low-up conversations that said, 
were we able to set up this event 
or not, I don’t think I did. But I 
may have ." 

The questions were led by 
Robert J. Conrad Jr., chief of the 
Justice Department’s campaign 
financing task force, with assis- 
tance by-two FBI agents. Again 
and again their questions focused 
on the temple fund raiser.

“What is your knowledge, sit- 
ting here today, of the issues sur- 
rounding the White House e-mail 
system’s failure to archive mes- 
sages?" Gore was asked in the 
April 18 interview. 

“I have no idea,” the vice presi- 
dent replied. “I have read the 
recent news stories. That is the 
first time that I knew that some 
of tho o-mail that I assumed was 
being stored was apparently not 
stored, or at least wasn’t stored in 
the form that it was supposed to 
be stored in.” 

He said he was surprised that 
questions were raised about 


whether e-mails in his own office 
were properly archived. “That 
also came as a surprise to me, 
partly because we have produced 
a hell of a lot of e-mail,” Gore said. 

Gore said he decided to make 
the transcripts public because “I 
want people to judge for them- 
selves" and “I want the truth to 
be known about this.” 

“I’ve told the truth,” he told 
reporters on his campaign plane. 

Conrad's recommendation for 
Attorney General Janet Reno 
was^node weeks ago, after the 
April 18 interview.

Judges rule Elian case 
will not be reconsidered 


House votes to keep tobacco lawsuit alive 


ATLANTA (AP) - A federal 
appeals court on Friday unani- 
mously refused to reconsider the 
custody battle over Elian Gon- 
zalez, paving the way for the 
boy’s possible return to Cuba 
next week. • 

The 12-member 11th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals denied 
the boy’s Miami relatives’ 
request for a rehearing and 
emphatically said it would not 
look at tile case again. 

“Any further requests for stays 
or for injunctive relief should be 
directed to the Supreme Court,” 
said the ruling, written by Circuit 
Judge J.L. Edmondson. He said 
the appeals court will not grant 
any further- motions for a stay - 
even putting the word “not” in 
boldface and large letters. 

The court said its earlier stay 
requiring Elian’s father, Juan 
Miguel Gonzalez, to keep the 6- 
year-old boy in the United .States 
will dissolve at 4 p.m. Wednes- 
day. . 

A three-judge panel of the 
Atlanta-based court had ruled 
against the relatives earlier this 


month. The decision to grant a 
rehearing before the full court 
had to be approved by seven of 
the 12 judges; none of the 12 
even asked for a vote on the 
question. 

“We are pleased that the 11th 
Circuit Court of Appeals has 
acted unanimously in denying the 
motion for rehearing,” Attorney 
General Janet Reno said in 
Washington. “Now that the court 
has conclusively upheld our deci- 
sion, T am hopeful that this father 
and son will soon be able to move 
on with their lives together." 

Armando Gutierrez, a spokes- 
man for the Miami relatives, said 
the family's attorneys will file an 
-appeal with the-U.S. Supreme 
Court on Monday. Although the 
Supreme Court hears about 1 
percent of the appeals it 
received, he said the family is not 
daunted by the long odds. 

“The family does not feel 
defeated and they still have faith 
in God that the Supreme Court 
will accept the appeal in the 
same way God saved Elian from 
drowning,” Gutierrez said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dealing 
a blow to the tobacco industry, 
the House voted Friday to let the 
Justice Department have the 
extra money it says it needs to 
pursue the huge federal lawsuit 
against cigarette-makers. 

With a potential settlement 
worth billions of dollars at stoke, 
the House voted 215*183 to let 
the Justice Department accept 
$12 million from other agencies 
to help foot the bill for the tobac- 
co action. Without the money. 
Attorney General Janet Reno has 
said her agency would have to 
drop the suit, which It filed in 
September. 

The government filed the suit 
in hopes of recovering the enor- 
-mous costs the government says 


it has incurred over decades of 
coping with millions of senior citi- 
zens, veternas, low-income peo- 
ple and others who have suffered 
tobacco-related illnesses. Those 
costs surpass $20 billion a year, 
federal officials have said. 

The drive to deny the extra 
funds for the department's legal 
bills was led by a coalition of 
Republicans and tobacco-state 
Democrats. Thirty*five Demo- 
crats joined 147 Republicans In 
voting against the money, while 
55 Republicans and 159 
Democrats voted for it. The 
House’s two independents split. 

Even had the House voted to 
block the money, the drive would 
have faced a questionable fate. 
President Clinton had called on 


lawmakers to keep :he litigation 
alive, and had threatened to veto 
the spending bill containing the 
tobacco provision. In addition, it 
is unclear whether the yet- 
unwritten Senate version of the 
spending measure will contain a 
similar provision. 

Even so, the issue was fought 
so hard that Friday’s vote was the 
third on the matter in the House 
this week. 

“I think this settles the issue," 
said Rep. Henry Waxman, D- 
Calif., leader of the fight against 
the effort to deny the extra 
money.

Albright said. “I meet with lots of 
people. Stay tuned.” 

As part of a broad diplomatic 
offensive to gain wider accep- 
tance in the outside world. North 
Korea is expected to join a sub- 
group of the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations during 
the organization’s annual ministe- 
rial forum on July 27 in Bangkok, 
Thailand. Both Pack and Albright 
will attend. 


If Albright does meet her 
North Korean counterpart, it 
would be the first face-to-face 
contact between top U.S. and 
North Korean government offi- 
cials.

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PARIS (AP) - In a powerful 
challenge to Boeing Co., Airbus 
Industrie announced Friday the 
launch of the world’s largest pas- 
senger jet, a flying “cruise ship” 
that the European aeronautics 
company hopes will make it the 
world’s number one airline manu- 
facturer. 

As part of its strategy, the four- 
nation European consortium will 
be converted into a corporation - 
Airbus Integrated Co. - to help it 
compete more effectively with 
Boring. 

“There will be a tremendous 
competition, a fair-play match 
between Boeing and Airbus," 
Jean-Luc Lagardere, co-CEO of 
the new company, said at n news 
conference in Paris. “It will not 
be a war,” he added, but an 
“imaginative contest." 

Airbus chairman Noel 
, Forpgard called the A3XX dou- 
bledecker jumbo a “cruise ship” 
- and with its plush lounge, 
library, bar, nursery and cozy 
lower level sleeping deck, the 
mammoth plane in some ways 
resembles luxury sea liner. One 
airline considering purchasing 
the plane has expressed interest 
in a casino. 

The S55-seat standard A3 XX, 
with a range of 8,150 miles, can 
be expanded to about 650 seats. 
That’s well above the capacity of 
the 416-seat Boeing 747-400, the 
largest passenger jet now in ser- 
vice. 

The main deck of the A3XX 
will be the widest in the world, 
with a floor area 43 percent 
greater than the largest existing 
plane. 

As Airbus envisions it, every 
seat has its own set of armrests.

Fiji leaders’ deal with hijackers could free hostages 


. SUVA, Fiji (AP) - Gunmen 
holding 3T political hostages 
struck a deal with Fiji’s military 
rulers Friday that should end the 
captives’ 36-day ordeal soon, both 
sides said. 

Negotiators achieved a break- 
through after six days of talks, 
agreeing to terms under which 
Fiji’s next government would bo 
formed, the two sides said. The 
military commander. Com- 
modore Frank Bainimarama, and 


rebel leader George Speight 
planned to sign the accord 
Saturday. 

The hostages could be released 
any time after the signing, possi- 
bly within hours, said Metuisela 
Mua, one of Speight’s advisers. 

Speight and his rebels have 
held former Prime Minister Mah- 
endra Chaudhry and 30 mem- 
bers of his ousted government 
hostage in Fiji’s parliament com- 
pound since May 19. Chaudhry 


was the first ethnic Indian prime 
minister of this Pacific island 
nation, and the ethnic Fijian 
rebels say they staged their coup 
because Chaudhry's government 
was trampling on the rights of 
the indigenous majority here. 

In the wake of the coup 
attempt, some indigenous Fijians 
launched attacks on ethnic 
Indians, looting homes and busi- 
nesses. 

Fiji’s military quickly look over 


and declared martial law. 

Military leaders have been 
negotiating since with the rebels, 
trying to agree on details of an 
interim civilian government that 
would presumably lead Fiji to 
new elections within two years. 

At the end of six straight days 
of talks, Jo Brown, a government 
negotiator, announced Friday: 
“We have now reached an agree- 
ment.” Rebel sjwkcsman Jo Nata 
confirmed Brown’s statement.

Elizabeth Cady Stanton. Because they were women, they were not allowed 
to be Involved in the conference. That led to the two women starting the 
women's rights movement In 1848. They wanted basic civil rights, like 
being able to vote and own properly, for women, too. 

By 1880. the year Mott died, women could hold property in many states and 
could attend some colleges. However. Mott did not get to see iier hard work 
in the suffrage movement pay off. Women were not allowed to vote until 
1920.

W ith the United States 
peaceful and prosper- 
ous, Ai Gore should be 
cruising to victory. One 
reason that he isn’t will 
be highlighted in Denver this weekend, 
as Ralph Nader accepts the Green 
Party’s presidential nomination and no 
doubt lambastes Gore yet again. 

As far as Greens are concerned, Gore 
is on the wrong side of the politics of 
purity. 

"Purity,” in this usage, has nothing to 
do with personal foibles, and everything 
to do witit ideological absolutism. And it 
applies to both liberals and conserva- 
tives. So just its Nader will attack Gore 
from the left for not being "pure” 
enough, so Pat Buchanan will attack 
George W. Bush from the right for the 
same reason. But Gore has a bigger 
problem than Bush, because this year 
the left is struggling for purity, even at 
the expense of victory, while the right, 
tired of losing, is embracing pragma- 
tism. 

Here’s the way the politics of purity 
works. A party wins the White House. 
Grass-roots activists are ecstatic. After 
years on the outside, they finally have 
the chance to get in and implement 
their long-sought agenda. But once they 
gain power, idealism wanes as pragmat- 
ic compromises are made. 

If the incumbents play politics well, 
they win a second term. But after eight 
years, those ideological grass-rootsers 
grow restless, angry that their big ideas 
have been whittled by the small "d” 
democratic process. That’s where the 



Clinton administration is today: The 
electorate is happy, but many activists 
are mad as hell, and they’re not going to 
take Gore anymore. 

Consider, as just one example, the 
environment. Gore had great eco-cre- 
dentials in Congress, but his perfor- 
mance in the White House has peeved 
the purists. An early test came in 1993, 
when the new Clinton-Core administra- 
tion broke a seeming promise and 
approved a hazardous-waste incinerator 
in East Liverpool, Ohio. But what did 
the enviros expect? The Buckeye State’s 
21 electoral votes were at stake in 1996., 

Then came a Seven Years’ War over 
trade agreements, concerning Mexico, 
Chile, Africa and, most recently, China.' 
The Clintonians made a calculated deci- 
sion to put the economy first, stupid, 
and the environmentalists second. And 
for some greens, enough was enough. 
Brent Blackwelder, president of Friends 
of the Earth, endorsed Gore’s rival. Bill 
Bradley, in this year’s Democratic pri- 
maries. Gore was “good on rhetoric,” 
Blackwelder snapped, but “a major dis- 
appointment” on substance. 

To be sure, the vast majority of envi- 
ronmentalists support the vice presi- 
dent. “By choosing Al Gore, we guaran- 
tee thoughtful and continued progress," 
said the League of Conservation Voters 
president. Deb Callahan, last month as 
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the group issued its endorsement. By 
contrast, she added: “A George W. Bush 
presidency would threaten the progress 
we’ve made.” 

In endorsing the Democrat, main- 
stream environmentalists put pragma- 
tism ahead of purity. But the Green 
Party has made the opposite decision, 
and has found a big-name purist, Nader, 
to go up against Gore. Is Nader worried 
that his third-party candidacy will help 
Bush? Not at all. After all, he says in his 
stump speech, the only difference 
between the two parties is “the velocity 
with which their knees hit the floor 
when Big Business knocks on their 
door.” 

And the consumer crusader is getting 
some vote traction. In five nationwide 
polls, taken within the last month, 

Nader averages 4.4 percent of the vote. 
By contrast, Buchanan, all but certain to 
win the Reform Party nomination in 
August, averages just 2.2 percent of the 
vote. 

Buchanan’s problem, of course, is that 
Republicans are at the opposite end of 
the purification cycle: After two straight 
defeats, they’re tired of losing purely. 
They hunger for the pragmatism that 
will bring them back into the White 
House. And that means shunning 
Buchanan and backing Bush. 

If one crunches recent poll data fur- 
ther, the damage Nader is doing to Gore 
becomes even moi dear. Ass» iming, for 
the sake of argument, that all of Nader’s 
votes were to go to Gore, and that all of 
Buchanan's votes wcie to go to Bush, the 
net effect of these third- and fourth-party 
candidates is to deepen Gore’s poll- 
deficit from 2.5 percent to 4.7 percent. 

Such numbers are still within the mar- 
gin of error, but this much is certain: 
Starting this weekend and continuing to 
Election Day, Nader and his purists will 
do everything they can to moke Gore 
pay for his pragmatism.

Americans have died from scor- 
pion, biles than from foreign teff ^ 
rorist attacks over the past five 
years. But that didn’t stop the 
National Commission on 
Terrorism from describing the 
t^rporist threat in vastly exag- 
gerated, terms earlier this 
month. 

So says Larry C. Johnson, a 
former State Department coun- 
terterrorism official and senior 
analyst at the CIA who now 


works as managing director of 
BERG Associated, a consulting 
firm that specializes In money 
laundering cases. 

•IWe rjjed a little bit more 
"mature approach to this,” 
Johnson safd Thursday in an 
interview. “Is there the potential 
for mass casualties? Yes, but we 
don’t have to reinvent the wheel 
in counterterrorist policy. If 
there’s one thing that’s making , 
the difference, it’s international 
cooperation against states and 
groups that would commit ter- 
rorist gets.” 


While the commission con- 
cluded in its recent report that 
international terrorists are 
increasingly intent on inflicting 
“mass casualties,” Johnson said 
the number of Americans killed 
by foreign terrorists has 
dropped from more than 400 in 
1983 to 58 over the past five 
years. 

And the lack of any mass-casu- 
alty attacks since the bombing of 
two U.S. embassies in East 
Africa almost two years ago, 
Johnson said, suggests that a 
global counterterrorist cam-

Bush had his own troubles in 
the Texas oil business. Following

' who’d made a small fortune as an 
oil executive in the 1950s, the 
younger Bush tried to make a go 
in the West Texas oil exploration 
business in the 1980s, lining up 
investors with the help of his fami- 
ly name and political connections. 

He never struck it big, but even- 
tually sold the business in a stock 
deal that netted him nearly $1 
million and sparked a Securities 
and Exchange Commission insider 
trading investigation. It ended 
with no charges being brought. 

When a recession, sagging oil 
prices and taxes dogged small oil 
producers in 1991 and 1992, the 
industry turned to Bush figuring 
“he knew our problems," said 
Gene Ames, a San Antonio oil pro- 
ducer who was then chairman of a ' 
trade group representing indepen- 
dent oil and gas companies. 

The group wanted President 
Bush’s support for tax relief, Ames 
told Bush in a Jan. 10, 1992, letter 
from the Bush presidential library 
released under the Freedom of 
Information Act. They ended up 
getting partial relief. 

The independents had to pay 
taxes on certain drilling costs 
under an IRS mechanism known 
as the alternative minimum tax, 
which ensures that companies pay 
at least some tnxes. 

The industry had already con- 
vinced Democrats and 
Republicans on Capitol Hill to 
change the tax treatment and 
wanted the president to include 
the change in an economic stimu- 
lus package. 

Ames, who said he met Bush a 
few times but had no political or 
business ties to liim, hinted that a 
presidential thumbs up could go a 
long way toward improving his fal- 
tering political support in oil 
states.

Abortion-rights advocates 
urge Gore to skip Sen. Bayh 1

WASHINGTON - In a mirror 
image of the debate now roiling 
the Republican Party, abortion- 
rights advocates are quietly mov- 
ing to quash the dianccs of a lead- 
ing Democratic vice presidential 
prospect because he favors ban-' 
ning a controversial abortion pro- 
cedure. 

Indiana Sen. Evan Bayh, a mod- 
erate Democrat long thought to be 
at or near the top of Vice 
President Al.Gorc’s-short list of 
possible running mates, is coming 
under scrutiny by some women’s 
rights and abortion-rights groups 
for what they call a “mixed” 
record on alxjrtion. 

Although Bayh lias always sup- 
ported the constitutional right to 
an abortion and considers him- 
self “pro-choice,” he was among 
14 Democratic senators who 
voted last fall to ban what both 
sides have come to call “partial- 
birth” abortions. 

In addition, as governor of 
Indiana, he was on record as 


favoring a 24-hour waiting period 
for women seeking abortions, 
although he never proposed sudi 
a measure or signed one into law. 

Kim Gandy, executive vice- 
president of the National 
Organization for Women, said 
her group has told Gore cam- 
paign officials that “selecting ;a 
running mate who docs not sup- 
port reproductive freedom for 
women would be disastrous to 
his standing among women who 
care about women’s rights - and 
that applies to Evan Bayh.” 

If Gore chooses Bayh, Gandy 
said, womenls rights advocates 
might not actively embrace 
Gore’s campaign, and, in fact, 
might stay home from the polls. 

Similarly, officials with the 
National Abortion and 
Reproductive Rights Action 
League, have told former 
Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher, who is heading 
Gore’s vice presidential search 
team, that they are troubled hy 
Bay h’s record on abortion.

"(The boat) just sits in my shop for 
the other 51 weeks out of the year,” 
said Gary, who last year battled back 
from first-day mechanical difficulties 
to win Sunday's Comp Jet race. *Tve 
done it so long it doesn’t bother me at 
all to get In it once a year.” 

Besides, the Regatta has become 
somcimng of a tradition. 

"I sat on the bank and watched die 
absolute first Regatta they ever had 
and I haven’t missed very many of 
them,” .Gary said. “I enjoy this week- 
end here for quite a few reasons. One 
of them, I'grew up in Burley. My 
mother still fives here, and it’s fun for 
me to come down here and be part of 
the show.” 

While Gary owns his own boat - a 
sleek, red beauty named Toy II - Sam 
will be racing in an equally fine boat 
owned by Rpgatta co-founder Don 
Moyle. 

While Moyle owns the boat, the 
craft’s engine belongs to brother Gary. 

Sam said he originally wanted his 
son to drive the boat this year. But 
considering his son’s relative lack of 
* experience, both later decided against 
the idea. 

So just after noon today, it will be 
Sam who climbs aboard the boat 
named Wildfire. 

“It’s a thrill to me, having not done 
a lot of it,” said Sam, who still lives in 
Burley. “When you’re that dose to the 
water at 90 mph, it’s fast. The more 
you gerusedto it, the slower it 
seems.” 

It’s that continuous desire for speed 
. that makes racing so addictive. 

“I’d like to go faster,” said Gary, 
whose boat topped out last year at 93 
mph. “This is typical with any kind of 
a rate deal. They’re never fast 
enough, I don’t care who it is. Go talk 
to Dale Earnhardt and ask him, and 


he’ll tell you the same thing ... There 
ain’t no such thing as too much 
(horsepower). Espcdally with these 
things.” 

But speed can also make the sport 
dangerous. During Super Stock quali- 
fying late Friday, for example, David 
Rankin entered Turn 3 too fast in his 
canopy-covercd No. Ill boat and bar- 
rel-rolled out of the comer. 

Rankin suffered little more than a 
bruised ego, but the aeddent showed 
the awesome potential for catastrophe 
inherent in racing. 

Although Sam said he’s never been 
involved in a major wreck, he noted 
one dose call lie had a few years back. 

“Two years ago, I spun the boat in 
the first turn,” he said. “It kind of 
slammed me against the side of the 
boat. 1 stayed in it. It was kind of a 
rough hit, but we got through it.” 

Unlike .race cars, boats aren’t 
equipped with seat belts. 

“There’s no seat belt on it,” Sam 
said, gesturing toward the driver’s 
seat. “If these boats spin, what you 
really want - if you can’t stay in the 
seat - you want them to throw you out 
dear of the boat. You don’t want to be 
strapped in. That’s part of the reason 
that seat is so far back from the steer- 
ing wheel.” 

With less than 24 hours before race 
time, and a couple of solid test runs 
under their belts, the pair appeared 
relaxed arid confident as they quietly 
chatted with crew members later in 
the afternoon. 

“It’ll be a thrill to go out and race 
against my brother,” Sam said. “Being 
it is his motor, I'd hate to outrun him, 
but if that happens, it happens.”

“We wanted to talk to 
v- the individual involved before we 
y Release any more information." 


The individual is dairymnn 
Pete De Groot, who plans to milk 
2,000 cows at 3450 North and 
2300 East in western Twin Falls 
County. At issue is whether De 
Groot’s dairy - still, under con- 
struction - meets the county-man- 
dated quarter-mile setback from 
the Cedar Draw waterway. 

Crafton and county Building 
Inspector Lee Taylor used a 
Global Positioning System device 


on Monday to check the distance. 
Their measurements were incon- 
dusive, ranging bom 1,100 feet to 
about 1,700 feet. A quarter-mile is 
1320 feet. 

But officials took a new mea- 
surement Thursday, and Crafton 
said those measurements arc 
within two feet of being exact. 

“The other one was off about. 
50 feet,” Crafton said Friday. 

County officials would not say 


what the new readings showed. 
Commissioner Bill Brockman said 
the results still have to be dis- 
cussed further. 

"There is still some question 
about where the center of the 
draw is,” Brockman said. 

De Groot hopes to open his 
dairy by November. But if it turns 
out to be too dose to the draw, 
Crafton has said De Groot must 
move the dairy or apply to the 
county for a variance.

Donoho was charged with rape 
and infamous crime against 
nature, charges dropped under 
the agreement. 

Prosecutors will ask for a sus- 
pended three- to eight-year prison 
sentence and fiv*- years’ proba- 
tion. Donoho would also be 
required to complete sex-of fen ti- 
er treatment, according to court 
documents. 

District Judge Nathan Higcr 


A grand jury indicted Donoho 
in March 1999 on five counts of 
having sexual contact with three 
women who were under his care 
in 1998. Donoho was charged 
with two counts of rape, two 
counts of infamous crime against 
nature and battery with intent to 
commit a serious felony. 

One count of -rape and one 
count of infamous crime against 


nature were dismissed by District 
Judge Roger Burdick because the 
witness could not give a specific 
time frame for the incidents, thus 
they could have been committed 
after the five-year statute of limi- 
tations. 

_ Burdick also dismissed the 
charge of battery with intent to 
commit a serious felony because 
there was no evidence of intent 
• to commit a more serious crime.

Board rescinds policy on safety inspections

TWIN FAILS - A crackdown 
on school safety inspections 
didn’t turn out the way the 
state’s education policy-making 
board intended, and board mem- 
bers rescinded the policy. 

The State Board of Education 
reversed part of its May 1999 
decision that increased the 
weight safety inspections carry 
in school accreditation ratings. 
Accreditation measures school 
quality: A non-accr edited school 
risks the loss of state money and 
jeopardizes a student’s ability to 
transfer credits or cam a recog- 
nized diploma. 

The annual inspections by the 
Division of Building Safety focus 
on important issues such os well- 
lit fire exits. or playground safe- 
ty, bur the State Board’s crack- 
down also ended up jeopardizing 
a student’s diploma because of 
too much construction paper on 
classroom walls or not enough 
. aisle space between desks. 

•State Board of Education 
member Curtis Eaton of Twin 
Falls said the board adopted the 
measure to target serious school 
safety issues in districts that had 
not corrected them. But die poli- 
cy in practice turned out to be 
something different, he said. 

“It turned out to be a very 
large sort of laundry list" of 
items Eaton said he considered 
to be minor issues, such’ as the 
amount of paper on walls. He 
said he didn't realize that kind of 
an inspection could risk school 
accreditation. 

The risk in Twin Falls School 
District prompted the School 
Board to ask that the state pur- 
sue other solutions to building 
safety problems. 

“The objections have been 
that many of these violations 


should play no role in accredita- 
tion,” said Terrell Donicht, 
superintendent of Twin Falls 
School District. 

Donicht said he was pleased 
with the State Board's decision 
to rescind the measure. Whether 
the guy who carries out clinkers 
from the coal-fired furnace 
wears a rubber apron or not, 
shouldn't be used as an indicator 
of school quality, he said. 

School superintendents 
1 > messed their concern to the 
State Board in March, and the 
board rescinded the measure 
this month. It let stand the piece 
of the new rule that tags a 
school’s accreditation rating with 
warning status if the school 
omits safety inspection findings 
from its annual accreditation 
report to the state. 

In 1998 and 1999, the Twin 
Falls School District said state 
safety inspectors performed 
their tasks with renewed vigor, 
dting the district for more than 
600 violations one year and near- 
ly 400 the next. Thai compares 
with three previous years when 
citations ranged from 20 to 46 
annually. 

Besides having as many as 600 
details to take care of, the dis- 
trict didn’t have much time, 
Donicht said. Safety inspections 
occur in the spring and the viola- 
tions had to be corrected by Oct. 
15 to be ready for the accredita- 
tion deadline. 

This spring the violations in 
Twin Falls were back down to 
35. 

The Division of Building 
Safety hasn't had the authority 
to require districts to correct 
safety violations or to close a 
building. It has served an adviso- 
ry role, pointing out problems 
that could expose schools to law- 
suits. So, the State Board had

ond attempt to reach a verdict 
after testimony ended earlier this 
week. Peterson remained jailed 
1 because of the pending 
. Washington murder charge. 

Federal agents seized a fully 
automatic MAC-11 assault pistol 

• at Peterson's cabin last October. 


A jury found her guilty of the 
weapons charge in March, bur 
Lodge ordered a new trial after 
determining that jurors relied on 
outside information during their 
deliberations. 

In both trials, defense attorney ■ 
Steven Horrael argued the gun 
fired multiple rounds with a sin- 
gle puli of the trigger because of 
a mechanical flaw, not because of 
any illegal modification. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Barry 
McHugh countered that it did not 
matter how the gun became fully 
automatic as long as Peterson 
knew that it was. 

Peterson has been charged in 
Washington with the first-degree 
murder of her former son-in-law 
Peter Ziehen in 1991. 

Ziehen, 40| was involved in 


child custody dispute with 
Peterson’s daughter, Orinne, 
when he was shot in the face with 
a shotgun as he sat in his parked , 
car outside the Spokane apart- 
ment complex where he lived. He 
was wearing a bulletproof vest at 
the time because of an earlier 
unsuccessful attempt on his life. 

In January, Peterson’s son, 
Theil Goldberg, 37, pleaded 
guilty to second-degree murder in 
the case, admitting ho supplied 
the shotgun used to kill Ziehen. 

And her ex-husband, Morris 
Goldberg, was airestcd for inves- 
tigation of aggravated first- 
degree murder after he backed ' 
out of an agreement with prose- 
cutors- where he would plead 
guilty to second-degree murder, . 
authorities said.

Shippers want oral hearing over rail line 


LEWISTON (AP) - State regu- 
lators and u shippers group are 
appealing a federal decision 
against holding a hearing on die 
'pending abandonment of the 
, only rail line between Spalding 
, and Grangcvillo. 

Camas Prairie RailNct has 
filed an application with the fed- 
eral Surface Transportation 
Board to abandon the 67 miles of 
track Ixtcn use i t is losing losing $ 1 
million a year on the line. 

, But grain farmers and others 
say they will spend more sending 
their goods by truck, and ship- 
pers dispute the claim of red ink, 

‘ arguing that the line is profitable. 

The bolird ruled it would not 
accept oral testimony, maintain- 
- ing that written documents were 


sufficient to solve the financial 
puzzle. 

Idaho’s congressional delega- 
tion, state and local politicians 
and shippers have supported a 
hearing. But the board has not 
granted one since its creation 
four years ago. 

Still, the Public Utilities Com- 
mission said when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission served the 
same function, it did schedule hear- 
ings in situations similar to Idaho’s. 

“If there no longer can be hear- 
ings in abandonment cases, the 
board owes it to the public to so 
state in denying this appeal, 
rather than continuing the cha- 
rade of retaining a regulation 
that provides for requests for oral 
hearings that will be routinely 


denied," the state appeal reads. 

The state regulatory commis- 
sion and Save the Camas Prairie 
Railroad Committee submitted 
the appeal together. 

Explaining the board’s stance 
would not necessarily keep the 
line open. But it would “bring to 
light the important policy issue of 
whether the board should be 
funded in a manner adequate to 
provide for hearings in appropri- 
ate abandonment cases,” the 
appeal said. 

Budgets are important, but so 
is “cross-examination at a public 
hearing, which has been referred 
to by the Supreme Court as the 
•greatest legal engine ever 
invented for discovery of the 
truth,”’ the request reads.

Suspect shoots an officer 
in a Seattle bank robbery 


SEATTLE (AP) - Two bank 
rubbers in black clothes and 
motorcycle helmets were caught 
in a shootout with police as they 
attempted ty flee, leaving one 
robber dead and an officer 
wounded. 

Tiie oilier robber remained at 
large early Friday despite an 
intense dragner around the Wells 
Fargo bank branch after the rob-, 
bery and shooting Thursday. The 
man apparently held an elderly 
co ;>le hostage for hours before 
fleeing, police said. 

“As far as we’re concerned, he 
is armed and dangerous," Officer 
Clem Benton said. 

The shootout began just before 
noon Thursday, after police 
responded to a report that a rob- 
ber had held a gun to a teller's 


head and forced the worker to 
open a vault. The robbers burst 
out of a side door. 

“They were very desperate. 
They came out firing,” Benton 
said. • 

Witness Jerry Girmus said offi- 
cers shouted warnings. 

“They said, 'Get down! Stop!’ 
Then they shot several times," 
Girmus told The Seattle Times. 

Officer Wesley Buxton, 45, was 
shot as he stood near his cruiser.

Committee endorses land spending; 
Senator Craig wants an amendment 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
Senate panel continued efforts 
Thursday to avoid a veto show- 
down on federal land spending 
by endorsing a SI 5.5 billion fund- 
ing plan for the Interior 
Department and other land and 
cultural agencies. 

The Senate Appropriations 
Committee sent the Interior bill 
to the Senate floor without the 
kind of amendments loosening 
environment til restrictions that 
have . prompted vetoes and grid- 
lock in recent years. The mea- 
sure is nearly SI billion less than 
President Clinton sought but 
$900 million more than the 
House approved. 

"I’m not going to back away 
from any reasonable amend- 
ments, but I’m not going to let 
the whole bill get hung up on any 
single one of them,” said Sen. 
Slade Gorton, K-Wash. 

Not all committee members 
were so conciliatory, however. 
Sen. Larry Craig, R-Idaho, said 
he would offer an amendment to 
block spending on Clinton’s ini- 
tiative to protect roadless areas 
in national forests until an inde- 
pendent panel can study it. 

The Clinton plan would ban 
road building and other develop- 
ment in 43 million acres of 
remote forests. 

“I understand the desire to 
avoid a veto, but on occasion I 
think it’s time this president 
owned up to very sloppy policy 
making. And if it takes a veto ... 
then I guess it would be neces- 
sary,” Craig said. 

The papel reluctantly agreed 



to a proposal by Sen. Byron 
Dorgan, D-N.I)., to add nearly. 
SI -9 million in funding for 31 
American Indian tribal colleges. 
Dorgan’s plan would take the 
extra tribal college money from a 
0.5 percent cut in travel funding 
from large 
agencies 
covered by 
the Interior 
spending 
bill.

“I am embarrassed to be 
against another million for 
Indian anything,” said Sen. Pete 
Domenici, R-N.M. “But I don’t 
think taking 0.5 percent out of 
travel is going to solve the prob- 
lems at tribal colleges." 

Committee Chairman Ted 
Stevens, R-Alaska, agreed to 
Dorgan’s amendment but said he 
doubted the extra college money 
would survive in the bill that 
finally reaches Clinton's desk. 

Although the measure does not 
include language scolding the 
National Park Service for setting 
the wildfire that burned homes 
and laboratory structures in Los 
Alamos, N.M., Domenici renewed 
his criticism of the agency 
Thursday. Park Service officials 


have taken responsibility ond 
apologized for the fire, which 
started as a “prescribed bum" to 
dear brush but got out of control. 

"Somebody has to make sure 
we find the answers to pre- 
scribed bums and thinning of our 
forests," Domenici said. 

Sen. Jon Kyi, R-Ariz., cited a 
study that said 39 million acres of 
federal forest in the West has 
become dangerously choked with 
too many trees. 

“This is going to require 
money, and quite a substantial 
amount of money,” Kyi said. 

The Senate measure indudes 
increases in several areas sought 
by Clinton, such as rebuilding 
Indian reservation schools, 
increasing funding the National 
Endowment for the Arts and buy- 
ing state and federal park land. 

Clinton had asked for S470 mil- 
lion to buy new federal and state 
park land. The Senate plan cut 
that by more than half to $221 
million, but that still was more 
than the House plan induded. 

The Senate plan also indudes 
S105 million for the NEA, a $7.4 
million increase over this year's 
budget but S45 million less than 
Clinton’s request. The House 
version would not give the NEA 
an increase. 

The Senate plan would 
increase spending on Indian 
school construction by S143 mil- 
lion, $24 million less than Clinton 
requested. That's enough to build 
the six schools the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs deems most neces- 
sary. 


Report: Schools use improper tests for Hispanics 


DENVER (AP) - American 
schools are using inappropriate 
tests to measure the performance 
of Hispanic students, according to 
a White House report. 

The report, issued during this 
week’s 17th annual conference of 
the National Association of Latino 
Elected and Appointed Officials, 
said hundreds of thousands of 
non-English-speaking students are 
being promoted, flunked and 
barred from gifted programs and 
graduation based on tests given in 
a language they don’t understand. 

Other Hispanic students are 
given Spanish-languagc exams 
that are less rigorous than equiva- 
lent English tests or are exempted 
from tests, the report said. 

"I thought we were well ahead 


of the game," said Erlinda 
Archuleta of the Colorado 
Department of Education, who 
served on the President’s Advisory 
Commission on Educational 
Excellence for Hispanic Americans. 

Colorado state Rep. Valentin 
Vigil said he has tried to get financ- 
ing t * assure every state assess- 
ment test has a Spanish version, 
but he said such tests often cost 
several times their English coun- 
terparts. 

There are Spanish versions of 
the state assessment tests for third - 
and fourth-grade students, but 
under a law approved this year, 
students in more grade levels will 
be required to take them. 

California education chief Sonia 
Hernandez, a member of the advi- 


sory commission, suggested states 
work together to buy high-quality 
Spanish tests. 

The White House report said 
simply translating English tests Is 
insufficient because they include 
concepts of American culture that 
may be unfamiliar 'to some 
Hispanic students. ' 

The report recommended elimi- 
nating interpreters and excessive 
testing. 

"Until there is some semblance 
in equity of standards, curricula, 
pedagogy and resources through- 
out schools, school districts and 
states ... tests will continue to 
blame the Hispanic student for 
low scores and will continue to 
deny them promotion, eligibility 
and opportunity,” the report said. 


Author says history of tribes J 
written from side of conquerors 


LEWISTON (AP) - Alvin 
Joscphy Jr., who has studied 
■ Indians across the Americas, told 
a conference on the Lewis and 
Clark Expedition that the public 
must dig a little deeper for the 
tribes’ side of the story. 

He probably is best known 
here for his book “The Nez Perce 
Indians and the Opening of the 
Northwest.” 

But he is convinced history has 
not been told from the perspec- 
• live of the Indian people whose 
lives were forever altered by the 
expedition. 

The story of the Lewis and 
Clark Corps of Discovery always 
is told from the duo’s journals, 
Josephy said Thursday at a con- 
ference on the convergence of 
the cultures. 

josephy said he is disappointed 
each time something new is pub- 
lished, never taking advantage of 


all the scholarly work done on 
the tribes they encountered- 

Meriwether Lewis wrote of 
killing fwo Blackfeet he thought 
were trying to steal his horses 
and guns. The oral tradition of 
the tribe handed down over 200 
years tells quite a different ver- 
sion, Josephy said. 

Few know the Nez Perce, who 
saved the starving band of travel- 
ers descending the frozen 
Bitterroot Mountains, debated 
among themselves whether to kill 
the visitors or help them. 

The deciding factor, Josephy 
said, was an old woman who once 
had been aided by white people 
after she was captured by anoth- 
er tribe. William Clark left a son 
among the Nez Perce, Josephy 
said, a half-breed boy who grew 
up and with his own daughter 
and granddaughter were among 
the exiles sent with Chief Joseph 


to the Oklahoma Tcrritofjy, 
where all three died. / , 

What happened to the Indiajis 
after Lewis and Clark was a pat- 
tern of takeov'eT,' the same 1 its 
Yugoslavia’s” ethnic cleansing, 
said. ' i;

NEPHI, Utah (AP) - Another 
of self-professed polygamist 
Thomas A. Green’s five wives 
has filed a motion challenging 
prosecutors’ efforts to recognize 
her marriage. 

Shirley Beagley filed a motion 
Monday in 4th District Court 
seeking to intervene in Juab 
.County’s prosecution of Green 
on four counts of bigamy and 
one count of criminal nonsup- 
port. 

In the motion, Beagley says an 
amended complaint filed against 
Green by Juab County Attorney 
David Leavitt initiates action 
that “may result in the State of 
Utah marrying her to (Green.)” 

Green's wives say they ore 
married to Green in the “spiritu- 
al realm” but not under the 
state’s sanction. 

Green, the five women and 
more than 20 children live in a 
trailer community in the desert 
about 100 miles west of Delta. 

Under Utah’s bigamy law, 
prosecutors must show. Green is 
legally married to one of his 
wives and cohnbitating with the 
others. 

The original criminal com- 
plaint filed in April alleged 
Green’s marriage to Linda Kunz 
is valid and that he is cohabitat- 
ing with the other four. 


In an amended complaint filed 
earlier this month, Leavitt says 
Green is legally married to 
Beagley. If a court finds the mar- 
riage to Beagley is not legal, 
however, then the marriage to 
Kunz is valid, the complaint 
alleges. 

In an affidavit filed in 1997 in 
a 3rd District Court case involv- 
ing ’Bcoglcy’s mother’s marriage 
to Green, Beagley claims she is 
married to Green. 

Prosecutors soy Green and 
Beagley married in 1986. 
Although the marriage ceremony 
was performed without a license 
being submitted to the state, the 
prosecution says solemnized 
marriages performed without a 
license should be recognized as 
legal. 

In a response motion filed 
Wednesday, Leavitt says his 
amended complaint only seeks a 
ruling on the legality of a mar- 
riage performed without a 
license. 

If the judge rules that mar- 
riages performed without a 
license are legal, then during the 
scope of the trial Leavitt will use 
that ruling to show Beagley’s 
marriage to Green is legal. 

“We certainly believe Shirley 
Beagley is married to Tom Green 
legally,” Leavitt said.

. , The Rev. John Vawter, on evan- 
gelical pastor in Terapc, Arir, has 
discovered that many clergy feel 
they ore all alone when trouble 
strikes the home front. Vawter 
and his wife, Susan, ought to 
know. Three years ago, they dis- 
covered their daughter, Stephanie, 
was a heroin addict and was sell- 
ing drugs to support her habit. 

When the Vawters beard the 
news about Stephanie from their 
sen, Michael, they drew back in 
fear that this might damage their 
ministry at Bethany Community 
Church in Tempe. In fact, that 
evening they were celebrating 
■ ; their 30th anniversary and facing 
John’s first Sunday as the congre- 
gation’s senior pastor. 

Bur instead of trying to hide 
their problem, the Vawters sprang 
into action. The night they found 
out the truth about Stephanie’s 
addiction, she was in Mexico 
shooting black tar heroin. They 
found out when she would return, 
and that night, one hour after her 
return, John and Susan broke into 
their daughter’s apartment in 
Denver. The 25-year-old daughter 
sat bolt upright when they 
appeared at ^er bedroom doer. 

“What the hell are you doing 
here?" they recalled her asking. 

And they told her what they 
knew: “We know you’re on heroin 
; 7.. We want you to get help." 

Stephanie agreed, and within 
hours she was being admitted to a 
drug treatment center in Phoenix 
near her parents’ home. But even 
being in Phoenix was a source of 
embarrassment for the Vawters. 
John’s brother had been the chief 
of cardiology at the same hospital 
-there were questions. 

. “I just decided, if people didn’t 
want to support us, then I didn’t 
have time for them,” John Vawter 
said. "There is a temptation to be 
embarrassed. But I didn't have the 
energy to fight them. If they want- 
ed to think negatively about <Jur 
family, I couldn't stop them. Our 
job was to get our daughter 
healthy.” 

But Vawter knows that's where 
some clergy falter and begin to 
.give in to their fears about the 
lack of congregational support. 

; Since his experience, Vawter has 
held one “You’re Not Alone” con- 
ference in Tempe, in which he 
helps clergy deal with the pain of 
family trouble. 

Today, Vawter warns other 
clergy they must watch for the 
warning signs. With children, fad- 
ing grades are .on important sign; 
and yet, some youth ore so crafty 
they keep the grades up just 
because they know failing grades 
are a telltale sign. And there is 
generally a sudden loss of interest 
in things they have been interest- 
ed in before - hobbles or the. loss 
of important goals. 

Also, most addicts have a sud- 
den change in friends, and they 
usually have used up their 
money, sold valued belongings 
and bonpwed from family mem- 
bers to buy drugs.

“We’re much more into it. We 


could see and hear what’s going 
on much better," said Kay Huber 
of Redwood City, a member of 
Menlo Park Presbyterian for 10 
years. 

Presentation software like 
Power Point was nonexistent in 
mainstream American churches 
five years ago, but is used at 
many churches now, said Lau- 
rence Iannacconc, a Santa Clara 
University economics professor 
specializing in religion: “The per- 
son who works in sound and 
video has suddenly become a 
very important person in church- 
es, whereas 15 years ago it was a 
teen-ager who was trying on the 
mikes." 


No one tracks how churches 
nationwide are using technology, 
but Iannacconc predicts that in a 
few years, most churches will use 
computers as a preaching and 
communication tool, by using 
Power Point, posting Web sites, 
broadcasting live sermons on the 
Internet or taking prayer 
requests online. 

At Menlo Park Presbyterian, 
audio cassettes of sermons are 
available for $2 almost immedi- 
ately after each service. The 
church is equipped to dub 23 
tapes in four minutes. Sermons 
also appear within a day on the 
church’s Web site, and this 
month, the church’s tech crew 


members hope to begin stream- 
ing worship services live onto the 
Internet. 

“We’re cutting edge for a 
mainline church, but not so much 
so that we’d lose our congrega- 
tion,” said Cort Bender, the asso- 
ciate minister of worship who 
oversees the media department. 

Not everyone wants to tune in 
electronically to a spiritual expe- 
rience. Increasingly popular 
among some young adults are so- 
called postmodern congregations. 

While high-tech churches lead 
hymns with Midi sequencers that 
produce the sound of entire 
orchestras at the touch of a key, 
the postinodems slum electronic 


media, sing Gregorian chants and 
line worship halls with candles. 

Yet some churches that are 
resisting or lagging behind in 
technological change are finding 
themselves losing members to 
churches more aligned with the 
frenetic pace of today’s media 
and culture. 

First Baptist Church in Menlo 
Park, only a few blocks from the 
Presbyterian church, resisted 
change for years and saw its 
membership figures dwindle 
from 500 a quarter century ago to 
80 today. 

A year ago. First Baptist hired 
someone to maintain its Web 
site. 


Women’s rites: Debate continues over women priests

Sinead O’Connor, the 33-yeor-old Irish 
pop star, is promoting her new CD, “Faith 
and Courage,” dressed in a priest’s collar. 
Though she has been a vociferous critic of 
the Catholic Church, and famously ripped 
up the pope’s photograph on “Saturday 
Night Live" in 1992, she now claims to be 


an ordained priest. 
In a 


a recent interview with Time maga- 
zine, she also said she’s changed more 
than her tune: Her clerical name, 
O’Connor said, is Mother Bernadette 
Maria. 

Can she really call herself a priest? Not 
according to the Catholic Church, which 
does not allow female priests. With her 
high public profile and outspoken nature, 
O’Connor has managed to call attention to 
a brisk and continuing debate about the 


role of women within the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

“Sinead O’Connor got this idea she’d like 
to be a priest, a priestess," said Catholic 
Press Office spokesman Des Cryan from 

Dublin, Ireland'. “But 

quite honestly she’s still 
a pop star and could 
hardly be. assigned a 
ministry." (The clergy- 
man who ordained 
O’Connor, Bishop 
.-Michael Cox, is part of a 
small renegade sect in 
Ireland whose own title 
Is not considered valid 
by the church, according 
to Cryan.) 

The pope let his views be known six 
years ago when he declared that the 
church has “no authority to ordain’ 
women," and Instructed Catholics to drop 



the debate. 

“Women are much more visible in lead- 
ership roles,” said 
Deborah Halter of the 
Women’s Ordination 
Conference, a 25-ycar- 
old advocacy group 
based in Fairfax, Va.

• SOUTH BURLINGTON, Vt. - 
Eor six months, artist Janet 
JtfcKenzie has been steadily, in 
-demand for radio, television and 
newspaper interviews. She has 
been deluged with letters and e- 
^mails hailing her as prophetic, 
, begging to buy her painting. 

: • ..Such is the fame that has come 
ffom her work, “Jesus of the 
People.” 

.-•But the reaction has been 
equal parts fury, as welL- letters, 
accusations of blasphemy, politi- 
cal correctness, racism, paganism 
-and ignorance; Framed Plexiglas 
■^ow protects the painting’s dark- 
iSkinned, slightly feminine face 
. .crowned with thorns. 

..“There is not one single aspect 
■'Ot that painting that hasn’t been 
ripped up, shredded, denied, mis- 
interpreted, thrown back in my 
face; I’ve been told this is wrong 
on every level,” says McKenzie, 
51, at the Blue Heron Gallery in 
South Burlington, where “Jesus 
of the People” was exhibited 
before moving to New York and 
around the country. 

She details the complaints: 
“His arms are closed. They 
■should be open. Jesus shouldn't 

• ,b’e looking at us that way. He's 
.Smiling. He’s crying. Why’s he got 
■a crown of thorns? How come the 
halo’s not gold? You have no 
right to have a yin-yang symbol in 
there. Native Americans thank- 

, ing me. Native Americans telling 
me: ’How dare you offend us! m 
■ She’s able to laugh about it 
■now. 

On December 14. National 
Catholic Reporter, a Kansas City, 
Mo.-based weekly newspaper cir- 
culated in 96 countries, 

• announced the results of its Jesus 
2000 contest. People had been 
invited to send in their artwork 
with their interpretations of what 
Jesus should look like in the 21st 
century. 

From nearly 1,700 entries, 
McKenzie’s oil-on-canvas paint- 
ing was chosen as the winner. 



She received a $2,000 award, and 
the image was reprinted on the 
newspaper's millennium issue 
cover. 

“We knew it was potentially a 
controversy, but we really had no 
idea what to expect,” says Midiacl 
Farrell, the papi^s editor. 

As a model for the painting, 
McKenzie used a 25-year-old 
Vermont woman of mixed race. 
Wrapped in a what appears to be 
thick shawl and crowned by 
thorns, the figure looks at the 
viewer from a pink background. 
Over the left shoulder is an 


eagle's feather, and over the 
right, an Asian yin-yang symbol. 

“This is a haunting image of a 
peasant Jesus - dark, thick- 
lipped, looking out on us with 
ineffable dignity, with sadness 
but with confidence," wrote 
Sister Wendy Beckett, the con- 
test judge. 

For others, McKenzie’s Jesus 
resembled Jimi Hendrix, a drug ' 
dealer, death-row inmate Mumia 
Abu-Jamal or Michael Jordan. 
They called it "garbage,” “utter 
stupidity,” “on embarrassment.” 
Some demanded it be destroyed.

Lewis Foundation of Redlands, 
Calif., and is being developed as 
a study center. 


Tour buses have been banned 
from Lewis Close, the tree-lined 
street leading to The Kilns, but 
small vans and taxis frequently 
unload tourists who wander in a 
nearby forest that was owned by 
Lewis and his late brother, 
Warren “Wamie" Lewis. The for- 
est - with a small lake and 
strangely shaped rocks and tree- 
trunks that sometimes resemble 
monsters - is said to have in- 
spired many of Lewis’ children’s 
stories. 

Lewis, a member of the Church 
of England, died Nov. 22, 1963, 
the same day President John F. 
Kennedy was ussassinated in 
Dallas. Influenced by reading 
Celtic and Norse mythology as a 
14-year-old, Lewis was an atheist 
much of Ills adult life. His conver- 
sion to Christianity in 1931 was 
heavily influenced by his friend 
Tolkien.

“When I read articles or hear in 
the news about kids being hurt or 
mistreated or taking their lives, 
the first thing that hits me is the 
mom that I am," said Winans, 3S, 
who has a teen-age son and daugh- 
ter. “It takes people tvho care, one 
by one, to save the world.

Sister’s Keeper attracts 50-60 par- 
ticipants. Camp CcCe is expected 
to draw 500 youngsters this sum- 

Winans, -the eighth of 10 chil- 
dren bom to gospel artists David 
“Pop" Winans and Delores 
“Mom" Winans, readily acknowl- 
edges the influences that her par- 
ents had on her and her siblings. 


“With so many of them 
involved in things when they 
were growing up, I guess it was 
just natural for her to get 
involved like she has,” Delores 
Winans said from her suburban 
Detroit home.

ORLANDO, Fla. - Is the 
Southern Baptist Convention 
godly or goofy? 

Has the nation’s largest 
Protestant body, with its boycott 
of Disney and call for wives to 
submit graciously to husbands 
and for churches to hire only men 
as its leaders, defined itself as a 
conservative body standing fast 
against a declining culture? Or it 
simply becoming the butt of 
jokes among millions who believe 
differently? 

The answer, of course, depends 
on whom you ask. But a week 
after Southern Baptists made- 
headlines again at their annual 
meeting, I believe it’s important 
to pose the questions about what 
a Christian body ought to be 
doing in America at 2000. 

Southern Baptists who attend- 
ed last week’s meeting and voted 
that women are not qualified to 
be ordained as pastors, are proud 
that the convention has the 
courage and conservatism to 
embrace what rfeems like a 
minority view, 

Outgoing President Paige 
Patterson urged the nation's 1S.8 
million Southern Baptists to 
quicken their witness, whether it 
be proselytizing to Jews, Muslims 
and Hindus or barring their chil- 
dren from buying a Disney video. 

“Don’t let anybody intimidate 
you,” he said in his presidential 
sermon. 

Donna Staton, a preacher’s 
wife from Hickory, N.C., talked 
about living in an age of compro- 
mise, when people are too quick 
to surrender their principles. 
Some issues, she said, are black

and white: Southern Baptists 
have the guts to stand up and say 
so, and then act on what they say. 

In her household, the rule is 
this: They'll watch a TV show or 
movie after one swear word is 
uttered, figuring maybe it was 
just a mistake. But as soon as a 
second h— or d— or worse is 
uttered, off it goes. 

Living your convictions is fine, 
said Wake Forest University 
Divinity School Dean Bill 
Leonard. But living out a convic- 
tion that paints as The Enemy 
those who disagree with you is 
dangerously divisive. It’s the fun- 
damentalist mindset: There are 
no two sides to an Issue. There’s 
only our side. 

“What unifies us is what we’re 
against," said Leonard, mocking 
what he sees as the Southern 
Baptist mantra. “It’s countercul- 
ture. They see this us their oppor- 
tunity to challenge the culture 
that they believe has surrendered 
to secularism and sinfulness.” 
Thinking back to the Disney 
boycott, the stances on women, 
calling Mormonism a cult during 
the annual meeting in Salt Lake 
City, Iu-onard summed it all up: 
“You do tlus so much, your wit- 
ness becomes laughable.” 

Maylie the best thing Southern 
Baptists can do at next year's con- 
vention in New Orleans is to 
invite Leonard to raise a question 
that cries out for prayer and con- 
versation: 

Southern Baptists, godly or 
goofy?

Ruling raises question of 
faith’s role in public lives

Have you ever been in a school 
and listened - 1 mean really lis- 
tened .- to the children? 
Especially at test time? Or at an 
athletic contest, like a football 
game, especially in Texas on a 
Friday night? 

Without a doubt, in every 
school, at every event, you can 
always find at least qne student 
who's praying. Hard and long, 
directly to God in one form or 
another, for some kind of help. 

“Please don’t let me make a 
fool of myself.” 

“Please help me.” 

“Please help my friend.” 

Or something along those lines. 

Prayer is a part and parcel of 
school life, whether we like it or 
not. The problem is, we don’t like to 
think about it, we don’t like to 
acknowledge it, and more and 
more, we as a country are doing our 
best to keep prayer out of schools. 

As if that were possible. 

Last Monday, the Supreme 
Court ruled, once again, that reli- 
gious activity in public schools is 
against the law. In a case from 
Texas, where a student represen- 
tative was elected to deliver a 
public invocation before home 
high school foothall games, the 
court ruled that the policy violat- 
ed that sacrosanct policy of sepa- 
ration of church and state. Nat 
only are clergy forbidden from 
leading prayers at school func- 
tions, now so are the students. 

Students still can pray in 
school, according to the court; 
students just can't lead the 
prayers. 

What this case boils down to is 
protecting the minority from 
tyranny of the majority, which is 
a right and proper thing to do in a 
democracy such as ours. But what 
it also does, once again, is make it 
im|x>ssib!c for our faith to have a 
place in our public lives. 

Not only has student-led prayer 
been silenced, now, some exports 
say, even moments of silence are 
in danger of being silenced. 

I agree that we need to make 
sure the majority does not 
impose its beliefs on the minority 
who believe differently or not at 
all. But sometimes I have to won- 
der When is enough enough? 

By strictly and stringently 
enforcing a so-called constitution- 
al provision for separation of 
church and state - which actually 
is NOT in the constitution but 
comes from a letter Thomas 
Jefferson wrote to some Baptists 
in Connecticut two centuries ago

- we have made it impossible for 
Americans as a rule to carry their 
faith lives from the pews on 
Sunday to the work place or 
school on Monday. 

As though faith were some- 
thing we can pick up and put 
down at will. 

Isn’t there some way we can 
allow people to do what people 
naturally do - appeal to a higher 
power for help and sustenance, 
and to whom to give thanks for 
the blessings of our lives — with- 
out making it a crime? 

In the court case. Santa Fe 
Independent School District v. 
Doe, Justice John Paul Stevens 
wrote for the majority that the 
school district’s policy of having 
students elect one student to lead 
prayers before a football game 
was “o constitutional violation.” 
Writing for the dissenting 
minority, Chief Justice William 
H. Rehnquist warned that the 
majority opinion “bristles with 
hostility to nil things religious in 
public life.” 

Somewhere in between must 
lie the answer to the conundrum: 
How do we allow our faith lives 
to have public parts in our public 
lives? 

What I believe in my faith lift- 
influences everything 1 do in my 
life. How can I put it aside? Ain I 
supposed to pretend I don’t 
believe? Or that what I believe 
isn’t a part of me? 

I'm NOT saying that what I 
Itclicvu is right for everyone. I’m 
NOT saying that everyone else 
has to Itelieve what I Indie ve. But 
does that mean that just l>ecause 
someone else doesn't have the 
same faith beliefs as me gives 
them the right to silence me? Or 
me the right to silence them? 

I’m not certain how - especially 
since Monday's ruling might be 
used to challenge even moments 
of silence in schools - we’ll ever 
find a way to legitimize all those 
private prayers we all know take 
place in school. But I do know 
that somehow, someway, some- 
day, we’re going to have to stop 
trying to control each other’s 
beliefs. We’re going to have to 
stop letting the law decide how 
and when we express our beliefs. 

Because no law is going to ever 
be strong enough, or enforceable 
enough, to stop a person who 
believes from praying.

Kroger backs away 
from Winn-Dixie buy 

FORT WORTH, Texas - Kroger 
Co. said its deal to buy 74 Winn- 
Dixie supermarkets in Texas and 
southern Oklahoma is dead, 20 days 
after the Federal Trade Commission 
challenged the acquisition on 
antitrust grounds. 

Winn-Dixie said it will continue to 
•operate the stores, hire workers to 
replace those who left during the 
recent uncertainties, and improve 
and expand its Fort Worth-based 
Winn-Dixie Texas division. 

The decision to end the deal was 
an agreement, die grocers said. 

Kroger spokesman Gary Rhodes 
said the company won’t comment 
on the legal issues the FTC raised. 
‘But he said, “We felt the (acquired) 
stores would be good for us and the 
shoppers." 

liie FTC had little comment. 

"This is something they chose to 
do, and we are respecting their deci- 
sion,” spokesman Mitchell Katz 
stud. 

Cincinnati-based Kroger is the 
nation’s largest grocer, with about 
3,500 grocery, convenience and jew- 
elry stores in more than 30 states - 
including Magic Valley operations - 
and $45.4 billion in revenue last 
year. Winn-Dixie Stores, based in 
Jacksonville, Fla., is the nation’s 
sixth-largcst grocer. 

The FTC had said that Kroger 
would have too much Fort Worth- 
Arlington market share - 30 percent 
to 35 ftcrcent - if it purchased the 
Winn-Dixie stores. 

Bank of America enters 
restaurant-financing deal 

ORLANDO, Fla. - How many 
burgers and fries and hot apple pies 
can you get for a billion dollars? The 
country may get to find out as a 
result of a restaurant-financing 
megadeal sealed tills week in 
Orlando. 

A $1 billion alliance was 
announced linking Bank of America 

- which has Magic Valley branches 

- with CNL American Properties 
Fund, an Orlando-based retd estate 
investment trust specializing in 
restaurants nationwide. Both are 
heavyweights in their fields. 

Bank of America, the country’s 
largest commercial bank, is forming 
a limited partnership with CNL that 
includes more than 51 billion in 
credit lines and equity, adding 
instant capital and clout to what 
already is one of the nation’s lead- 
ing investor? in restaurant property 
and operations. 

The new entity, called CNL 
Franchise Network LP, will operate 
out of Orlando along with CNL 
American Fund Properties, which 
has 150 employees and more than 
$1 billion invested in chains from 
Arby's and Bennigan’s to Taco Bell 
and TGI Friday’s. 

No additional employees are 
planned at first, company officials 
said, other than seven Bank of 
America employees who will work 
out of Atlanta for the partnership. 

Founders sell 6 percent 
of Coldwater Creek 

SANDPOINT - Coldwater Creek 
founders Dennis and Ann Pence 
made nearly S8 million on the sale 
of 6 percent of their stock in the 
Panhandle-based retailer. 

The sales since December 
dropped the value of the company 
held by each to just under 31 per- 
cent. 

“We wanted to send a signal of 
selling into a strong market,” Pence 
told analysts during a conference 
call this week. 

Selling stock in the Sandpoim 
company that sells apparel, gifts 
and home furnishings helps the cou- 
ple diversify its portfolio and 
increases the number of shares 
available to investors, Pence said. 

“We're continually being told 
there's no) enough stock out there,” 
he said. 

The Pences each continue to hold 
30.6G percent of Coldwater Creek’s 
stock, according to a proxy state- 
ment filed last month. Dennis Pence 
is Coldwater Creek’s president and 
chairman. Ann Pence is creative 
director and vice chairman. 

The company reported net 
income of $3.6 million, or 34 cents 
per share, for the quarter that 
ended May 27. That compared with 
a profit of $1.6 million during the 
same period a year ago. Sales were 
strong across the board from the 
catalog, the Internet and retail out- 
lets, officials said. 

Coldwater Creek has some 1,600 
full- and part-time workers in 
Sandpoint, Coeur d’Alene and 
Parkersburg, W.Va.

Shareholders file suit against U S West

- DENVER - A lawsuit against U 
S West claims the phone compa- 
ny has changed the date of record 
for shareholders in order to avoid 
paying out its second-quarter div- 
idend. 

Lawyers filed the suit 
Wednesday in Denver District 
Court on behalf of a New York 
City woman, Adele Brody. The 
suit seeks class-action status for 
the holders of more than 500 mil- 
lion outstanding shares of U S 
West, whose service territory 
includes the Magic Valley. 

At issue is $273 million in sec- 
ond-quarter dividend payments. 

The lawsuit claims U S West 


changed the date b^V/hich share- 
holders would receive a dividend 
payment, and that the change 
was made after the company 
learned its merger with Qwest 
Communications International 
might close by early July. 

Shareholders of U S West and 
other Baby Bells are accustomed 
to hefty quarterly dividends, but 
Qwest, also based in Denver, 
•plans to slosh dividends to 5 cents 
per share after the merger. 

U S West shareholders of 
record as of June 30 were sched- 
uled to receive a dividend of 53.5 
cents per share, according to an . 
announcement the company 
made June 5. 

Two days later, U S West said 


the dividend would be payable to 
shareholders of record bn July 10, 
not June 30. If the merger closes 
by July 10, Qwest may not be 
obligated to pay the dividend. 

“The purpose and effect of 
this change is to assure that the 
dividend is not payable at all, as 
U S West will be merged out of 
- existence by July 10, 2000, and . 
the public shareholders will no 
longer be shareholders of record 
on that date,” the complaint 
said. 

According to the lawsuit, U S 
West learned June 6 that 
Minnesota regulators had 
approved the U S West-Qwost 
merger, making it likely the 
merger could close more quickly 


than they had thought. 

“With Minnesota’s approval, 
they could actually close the 
(merger) after the July 4 week- 
end, and certainly before July 10, 
and could thus avoid payment of 
the recently declared dividend by 
simply moving the record date by 
a few days,” the suit alleged. 

“In our view, once they 
changed the .date, they 
breached the contract they had 
with shareholders,” said Robert 
Dyer of Dyer & Shuman, a 
Denver law firm that is repre- 
senting Brody along with two 
New York firms. 

U S West spokeswoman. Anna 
Osborn declined to comment on 
the lawsuit itself Thursday, say-

VACAVILLE, Calif. - Many 
high school seniors spend that 
final year contemplating whnt 
career they want to pursue. 

Kevin Szczurek hasn’t both- 
ered to wait until graduation. 

The Vacaville High School 
student runs an automotive 
shop. After Hours Automotive. 

. Szczurek and his father, who 
is a service writer for a local car 
dealership, had been working 
on friends’ cars during their 
spare time at home. Szczurek 
found himself with a hobby that 
was getting out of control. 

“It just got to be too much. 
The neighbors started complain- 
ing,” he said of the cars lining 
the street. 

The family discussed the idea 
o( the 18-year-old opening his 
own shop. 

“It’s what I wanted to do but 
how was I going to do that while 
I was going to school?” he asked 
his parents. 

His mother, Valerie, suggest- 
ed opening in the afternoon and 
staying open late. He could com- 
plete his English, economics and 
body shop classes during the 
day. She could get home from 
her job at San Quentin prison by 
the afternoon to help with cleri- 
cal duties and telephones. His 
dad, Larry, could stop by after 
his job to check on him and help 
out as needed. 

His mother did some basic 
research, learning that virtually 
all car repair places in the area

closed around 5:30 p.m. Not tonly 
would the 3-to-9 p.m. weekday 
hours of the new shop meet 
Szczurek’s needs, but also could 
also serve an untapped and 
growing clientele: people who 
must have their cars during the 
day for commuting. 

Many of those people were 
forced to take a day off from 
work, rent a car for the day or 
hold out for a Saturday appoint- 
ment just to get their cars fixed 
or tuned up. 

So with his savings and his 
parents’ backing, Szczurek 
secured a location, surrounded 
by other automotive businesses. 
But before Szczurek could even 
open, he and his friends had to 
put in numerous hours fixing up 
the space that lacked an office - 
or even a bathroom. 


However, since opening the 
doors in February, After Hours 
Automotive has been busy. 

“It’s mostly just word of 
mouth,” Szczurek said. “If any- 
thing, Fve been surprised at how 
much business we’ve had.” 

Tow truck drivers bring cus- 
tomers whose cars need repair 
when other places are no longer 
open. Instead of waiting until 
the next day, Szczurek can often 
get them back on the road that 
night. 

And when people arrive at 
other shops in the late after- 
noon, some refer them to After 
Hours for more immediate ser- 
vice. 

“They’ve been very nice about 
that,” Valerie Szczurek said. 

Szczurek docs all kinds of auto 
repairs, from basic tuneups and 


oil changes to engine jobs. He’s 
already completed four trans- 
missions. Broke jobs, however, 
seem' to be the most common 
repair. 

“What he can't handle, he 
brings his dad in,” his mother 
said. And if together they can’t 
fix something, they’ll refer the 
customer to someone who can. • 

Szczurck’s Saturdays have 
been busy as well, working 10 
a.ra. to 11:30 p.m. on a recent 
weekend. 

Initially, Szczurek was con- 
cerned people wouldn't take 
him seriously because of his age, 
but that hasn’t been a problem. 

“Once he gets talking to them 
and telling them what’s wrong 
their car and how he can fix it, 
they don’t core how old he is,” 
his mother said. 


Pier 1 Imports posts sales 
increase, plans to expand

FORT WORT H, Texas - Pier 1 
Imports will continue to focus 
on its core business this year 
while proceeding with an 
aggressive expansion strategy 
and seeking companies to 
acquire, the company told share- 
holders at its annual meeting in 
Fort Worth. 

Chief Executive Marvin 
Girouard said the company suc- 
ceeded in implementing its 
“value pricing” strategy this 
year, which helped bring back 
customers with lower prices on 
key merchandise. 

•“Despite a slow start. Pier 1 
finished the year a better com- 
pany,” Girouard said. 

Pier 1 - which has a Twin 
Falls store - also announced it 
would increase its quarterly 
cash dividend by 33 .percent to 
4 cents per share on the compa- 
ny’s outstanding common 
stock. The dividend for the 
next quarter is payable Aug. 30 
to shareholders of record Aug. 
16. 

The company’s plan to 
cither develop or acquire 
another store concept has 
been on the drawing board for 
more than one year. 

Pier 1 set aside that plan 
last summer when suffer- 
ing sales required the com- 
pany to refocus attention 
on its core merchandise 
strategy. 


Sales in fiscal 2000 increased 
to SI. 2 billion, from $1.1 billion 
a year ago. 

Earnings declined to $74.7 
million, or 75 cents a share, 
from $80.4 million, or 77 cents a 
share in 1999. 

Stronger performance at the 
end of the year has continued 
into fiscal 2001. This month. 
Pier 1 reported first-quarter 
earnings of $16.9 million, or 17 
cents a share, up 33.5 percent 
from the same quarter last 
year. 

First-quarter sales increased 
14.8 percent to $261 million, 
with sales up 9.7 percent at 
stores open one year. 

Chief Financial Officer Cary 
Turner said the gains could be 
attributed to fewer promotions 
and better-than-expected mer- 
chandise margins. 

The company also relaunched 
its Web site this month with 
online shopping capabilities. 

One shareholder raised a 
question about the company’s 
bonus policy, but Girouard said 
incentives arc needed to keep 
good employees. ^ 

Pier 1 plans to open 65 
stores this year - induding 50 
stores fay Thanksgiving - and 
70 stores in 2001. Girouard 
said the company, which now 
has more than 800 locations in 
North America, is working to 
increase its store base to 
between 1,200 and 1,500 stores 
in the next decade.

Inventors, artists and authors 
have battled over intellectual 
property since Alexander Graham 
Bell and Elisha Gray filed compet- 
ing patents for the telephone on 
the same day in 1876. But cheap 
computers and the explosive 
growth of the Internet have galva- 
nized the debate because they 
make intellectual property so easy 
to copy. 

Anyone with an Internet con- 
nection can sit at a computer, 
click the mouse a few times and 
download “free” copies of copy- 
righted music, software, Nintendo 
64 games, Hollywood movies, 
books, video arcade hits and TV 
show episodes. Often, this is just 
as illegal as it is convenient. 

Thousands of Web surfers using 
the Napster file-sharing program 
have built vast collections of com- 
pressed MP3 files that contain 
copyrighted music, despite repeat- 
ed threats and some court victo- 
ries by artists and their corporate 
muscle. 

Another simple file-sharing pro- 
gram, iMesh, enables users to 
download full-length movies - 
even films that haven’t been 
released on video. 

Meanwhile, inexpensive com- 
pact disc drives moke it a snap to 
make perfect digital copies of 
entire albums, or squeeze hun- 
dreds of compressed songs onto a 
CD. 

The practitioners of this craft 
ply their trade without remorse. 
They argue that the public has 


paid inflated prices for inferior 
goods for for too long. 

“How can'the record companies 
expect people to feel guilty about 
getting free music?" said John 
Zurschmiede, a 27-year-old com- 
puter programmer from New 
Albany, Ind., who uses Napster. 
“They have overcharged, ‘repack- 
aged’ and ‘remastered’ for as long 
as I can remember. ... They are 
reaping what they have sown." 

The corporate owners of copy- 
righted works - and many of the 
artists who created them - are 
striking back. But they face an 
almost impossible task: trying to 
halt the activities of millions of 
people around the world with 
threats of lawsuits or arrest. So, 
instead of targeting individuals, 
they’re going after the distribu- 
tors, a job that’s only marginally 
easier. 

In a recent speech in San Jose, 
Calif., Seagram CEO Edgar 
Bronfman Jr. - whose company 
owns the Universal entertainment 
conglomerate and is now poised to 
merge with the French firm 
Vivendi - called protection of 
intellectual property rights “the 
most critical challenge for this 
technological revolution.” 

He also suggested that the tech- 
nology being used by members of 
the pirating public may be used 
against them. 

“We have available to us grow- 
ing arsenals of technological 
weapons that will be brought to 
bear on inappropriate access to 
material on the Internet,” he 
declared. “Technology will offer 
the owners of property at least as 
much comfort as it may currently 
offer hackers and spies, pirates 
and pedophiles. We fully intend 
to exploit technology to protect 
property."

NEW YORK (AP) - Technology 
stocks turned meek Friday giving 
back all their gains for the week 
os a warning about the outlook 
for online retailer Amazon.com 
sent the Nasdaq composite index 
down more than 2 percent. 

Blue chips held their own in 
light trading as the Dow Jones 
industrial average rose 28.63 at 
10,404.75. For the week, Wall 
Street’s best-known indicator 
slipped 44.55. 

The technology-laden Nasdaq 
composite index fell 91.50 points, 
or 2.3 percent, to 3,845.34. The 
Nasdaq lost 15.22 points for the 
week. 

The Standard 3: Poor’s 500 
index was down 10.70 at 1,441.48. 

Leading the Nasdaq lower was 
Amazon.com, which plummeted 
S8.125, or 19.3 percent, to $33,875 
after an influential analyst 
warned of risks facing the online 
retailer. Lehman Brothers analyst 
Ravi Suria described the compa- 
ny as having “extremely weak 
and deteriorating” credit: 

“This emphasized again that

Nuclear reactor 
plant could open 
co the public 

RICHLAND, Wash. <AP) - On 
Aug. 9, 1945, shift supervisor 
Dee McCullough got to tell the 
secret he hud kept for weeks - 
the workers at Hanford nuclear 
reservation’s B Reactor were 
making plutonium for atomic 
bombs. 

“When the bomb was 
dropped, I was able to announce 
at lunch hour what had hap- 
pened,” McCullough, 86, of 
Richland recalled Thursday. 

B Reactor, just yards from the 
Columbia River in south-central 
Washington, produced the plu- 
tonium for the first manmade 
nuclear blast, the Trinity test in 
New Mexico on July 16, 1945. 

B Reactor also produced the 
plutonium for the second bomb 
dropped during World War H, 
the one that devastated 
Nagasuki, Japan, that August. 

It was the world’s first large- 
scale nuclear reactor, built as 
part of the top-secret Manhattan 
Project. Construction began 
June 7, 1943, just six months 
after physicist Enrico Fermi 
turned the theory of nuclear 
power into the reality of the 
Atomic Age. 

Some 95,000 workers were 
recruited for the Hanford “war 
effort" with no real information 
about what they were doing or 
why, and the reactor went criti- 
cal for the first time on Sept. 26, 
1944. 

“We didn’t know what we 
were doing. It was urgent busi- 
ness. It was top secret. It was 
high-technology. It was big,” 
recalled Roger Rohrbachcr, 80, 
of Kennewick, who came to 
Hanford in the spring of 1944

and worked at B Reactor as an 
instrument and control engi- 
neer. 

The creation of the reactor is 
basically “the second discovery 
of fire," but this time it was ail 
manmade, said Gene Weisskopf, 
president of the B Reactor 
Museum Association, which 
wants to see the building pre- 
served and made accessible to 
the public. 

“What it was used for is 
almost secondary to what it rep- 
resents." 

Museum association mem- 
bers, along with representatives 
from the U.S. Department of ■ 
Energy and contractor Bechtel 
Hanford, shared their vision for 
the reactor building during a 
tour on Thursday. ' 

B Reactor has been placed on 
the National Register of 
Historic Places, and in 1976, the 
American Society of Mechanical 
Engineers designated it a land- 


mark with these words: “The 
research work,- engineering and 
planning required to make the 
reactor operate should be 
included in history as one of 
man’s most brilliant scientific 
and advanced engineering 
achievements." 

Three Hanford reactors were 
built for the Manhattan Project. 
Beginning in 1947, during the 
Cold War, five more plutonium 
reactors were constructed. All 
were operational by 1955 and 
all eight operated for 10 years. 

A ninth reactor, N Reactor, 
began making plutonium in 
* 1963. 

But in 1964, President 
Johnson ordered them shut 
down, and by 1971, only one - N 
Reactor - remained in opera- ' 
tion. N Reactor was shut down 
in 1986, and Hanford’s mission 
changed from making plutoni- 
um to cleaning up the legacy of 
radioactive and chemical waste

left behind at the nation’s most 
contaminated nuclear site. 

B Reactor was shut down in 
1968 and decommissioned. 
While some parts of the reactor 
ore sealed off because they are 
radioactive, the control room 
and the face of the reactor, 
where 2003 fuel rods were insert- 
ed, can today be viewed safely. 

The Department of Energy is 
currently assessing what steps 
would need to be taken to open 
the B Reactor to the public. 

A report is due this summer. 
The Department of Energy also; 
has applied for a $2 million grant 
for the project, said Keith Klein, 
DOE’s Hanford manager,

After warning local organizers 
Inst year the city could lose the 
event, national officials seem to 
have had a stunning change of 
heart. 

Local Dodge chairman Dee 
Greene said Thursday those offi- 
cials put out feelers to about 15 
big cities interested in hosting 
rodeo’s national championship, 
including Dallas, and found that 
none of them could match what 
Pocatello was doing.

“They were amazed some of 
those cities couldn’t guarantee a 
profit like we could. We definite- 
ly have it for 2001 and as far as 
they’re concerned, the rodeo is 
staying here in Pocatello.”

Expert says patients should 
have had a ‘drug holiday’ 


FARMINGTON, Utah (AP) - At 
least three of the five patients Dr. 
Robert Weitzel is accused murder- 
ing should have been given a 
“drug holiday” instead of receiv- 
ing sedative medications and mor- 
phine. a geriatric expert testified. 

Dr. Charles Fehlauer said 
Thursday the medications pre- 
scribed by Weitzel to five elderly 
patients exacerbated their demen- 
tin-likc behaviors. 

Weitzel, 44, is on trial on first- 
degree felony murder charges in 
the deaths of five patients: Ennis 
Alldredge, 85, Judith Larsen, 93, 
EUeri Anderson, 91, Mary Crane, 
72, and Lydia Smith, 90. 

Prosecutors allege the deaths 
were precipitated by high doses of 
psychotropic drugs and then com- 
pleted by high doses of morphine 
ordered by Weitzel. 

Wcitzcl’s defense contends the 
psychiatrist only prescribed the 
morphine as comfort care for ter- 
minally ill patients. 

Fehlauer believed the patients 
entered the 10-bed unit of the 
Davis Hospital and Medical 
Center suffering not only from 
dementia but also delirium - a 
sudflen onset of erratic behaviors 
that may change hourly or daily. 


However, three of the patients 
entering the unit didn't get treat- 
ment for delirium because Weitzel 
failed to diagnose the condition, 
the prosecution contends. 

A fourth patient, Anderson, was 
not in the hospital long enough to ' 
receive substantial treatment. 

Court proceedings concluded 
Thursday before Fehlauer offered 
his opinion .regarding the treat- 
ment of the fifth padent, Larsen. 

Fehlauer suggested treatment 
for delirium starts with a "drug 
holiday," by removing as many 
medications os possible, because 
much of the time psychotropic 
drugs are the cause of the behav- 
ioral problems. 

“I was quite concerned Mr. 
Alldrcdge needed a drug holi- 
day,” Fehlauer testified regarding 
his review of Alldredge’s medical 
records. “His brain was under so 
many influences of drugs there 
was no way to know his natural 
brain state." 

Fehlauer said morphine was 
given at rates higher than what is 
recommended .* for elderly 
patients. 

For example, Crane received 30 j 
milligrams in under 13 hours on 
the day she died. i

THE ACES ON BRIDGE

In bridge, a safety play Is for 
worriers — those willing to sacri- 
fice an overtrick to Increase their 
chances of making the contract. 
Test yourself. in today's heart 
game. Can you spot a safety play 
to improve overall chances? 

In an average game, neither 
four hearts nor three no-trump 
will succeed. At no-trump, os long 
as West doesn’t lend diamonds, 
South's limit is eight tricks. At 
four hearts, South can succeed, 
but only if he limits his aim to IQ 
winners. 

At four hearts, a typical South 
wins the spade lead, draws 
trumps, and takes a club finesse. 
When it loses. East switches to di- 
amonds. After cashing two dia- 
monds, the defenders exit safely 
in a black suit, and South loses 
four tricks. 

A worrier sitting South {the 
best declarers are “worriers") will 
execute a safety play in the club 
suit After South wins the spade 
lead and draws trumps, he care- 
- fully cashes dummy's club ace. 

' Next, he cashes the ace and king 
. of spades to eliminate that'suiU 
And when South leodB a club to 
dummy, and West’s jack appears, 
South refuses to' cover. Eait 'can- 
not afford to overtake, and West Is 
endplayed. He must lead a spade 
■for a ruff and aluff, or he must 
. lead away from his diamond ace. 

. What if West held K-J-10 in 
clubs? South’s careful play would 
have cost an overtrick. However, 
this is a small price for a declarer 
to pay if he is willing to buy cheap 
insurance to protect his vulnera- 
ble game bonus.
